Any dreaa- 
maker of atanding would feel inaulted 
through and through if a*ked to make 
up such cheap fabrics, and for that or 
Borne other unwritten reason and law 
all these pretty frocks are made at home 

Pretty indeed the new summer goods 
are. The daintiest of th«m are the 
lawns, with small all over patterns, 
mostly of some flower made familiar by 
old associations.
